which has recently been made pub- 
lic.It is a story of depleted financial 
reserves, 
thousand 
of lapses _ in 


menrbership and a general dissipa- 
tion of finances which Iras worked 
havoc with the financial stability of 
a once great farmers' organization. 
There is printed 
on-this 
page a 


statement of assets and liability of 
the Wisconsin Society of Equity as 
of October 31. 1920. A« examina- 
tion of this statement wil^show lia- 
bilities of 
$25,194.51 and .assets 


available for the'payment of these 
•labilities of considerably less than 
$10,000. 


The asset of $9480.42 due from 


the National Union is said to be 
worthless and uncollectable. Judtce 
D. 0. Mahoney of Viroqua openly 
made this charge on the floor of the 
recent state convention. The item 
of $5910.08- listed as advertising re- 
ceivable is said to contain many, ac- 
counts run during the recent politi- 
cal campaign which are also uncol- 
lectable. In addition- to these items 
the statement. shows that the So- 
ciety had on hand on Nov. 1 cash 
items aggregating $4018.57. 
Tjie 


Society therefore, would have diffi- 
culty in raising $10,000 in cash 
from the assets of the organization 
to pay the $25,000 of liabilities. 


Four years ago the organization 


was in good financial shape. There 
was about $12,000 in the treasury 
and the annual statement showed an 
ample surplus of assets over all lia- 
bilities.

$9.000.

7, to October 27 the ..circulation of 
the'Equity News feH' from 47,000 
copies to 34.000 conies. During that 
period 8 weekly issues missed pub- 
lication. The salaries and inciden- 
tals from January 7 to Oct. 27 on 
the Equity News were $8132.

tension, Sunday morning at the 
meeting: of the 
Agricultural Tri- 


angle club in the Y. M. C. A. par- 
lors. 


"The United States vnas the "first 


nation to adopt a real constructive 
program in agriculture," Professor 
Hatch asserted. 
"The government 


recognized the fact that the soil is 
the big-jrest asset to this country, 
and that agriculture is the "only 
industry that is 
self-perpetuating. 


Interest in our posterity *nd future 
groTS-th -was shown by the establish- 
ment of agricultural colleges as 
cariy as in 1862. 


'Another step in expanding the 


policy of constructive 
agriculture 


v;as taken in 1914 when the Smnth- 
I^ever bill, providing for extension 
work, -was passed by congress. Al- 
though this measure was passed 
just before the opening of the re- 
cent war, 'the effect was groat in 
helping- the farmers of the United 
States successfully to increase the 
food supply in the crisis of the past 
few years. 


'•The county agtnt. as a part of 


this act, was established to inform 
the farmers how to apply science to 
agriculture and thus increase his 
crop yields. Agricultural 
experi- 


ment stations have been founded by 
the government as an aid in "the big 
program." 


Opportunities which students of 


agriculture now have upon entering 
this work were presented by Pro- 
fessor Hatch briefly.

BIG TAX CASE 


Insurance Firm Loses Pro- 


test in1 $40,000 Tax 


Payment 


The state of Wisconsin won its 


case acainst tho Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. ,when~ the 
supremo s.o'urt on Tuesday dismiss- 
ed the -complaint upon the merits, 
involving the 
collection 
of taxes 


amounting to 
upwards 
of $40,000 


which have been paid by the North- 
western Mutual Co.. The company 
•brought this suit ajrainst the state 
to recollect the taxes. 


Both actions are to recover taxes 


paid.by the• Northwestern Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. under 'protest 
which were assessed and payment of 
which was enforced by the state of 
Wisconsin. 
In both cases the tax 


was based upon interest on so-called 
policy loans or advances made by the 
Northwestern Mutual Life' Insurance 
Co. to its policy holders upon the 
sole security of their policies and 
under agreements which 
contained 


no promise by the pslicy holder to 
pay either principal or .interest, but 
provided that -in case of non-pay- 
ment of interest the same would be 
added to and become a part of the 
principal and 
bear 
interest, and 


whenever the amount of principal 
and interest equalled the cash sur- 
rendered value of .the policy the pol- 
icy should be deemed surrendered 
and the advance of loan cancelled. 


Interest upon such advances or 


loans to the amount of $787,455.74 
accrued in the year 1918 and, not be; 
ing paid by the policy holders; was 
added to the principal pursuant to 
agreement. In 1919 interest to the 
amount of $721,435.77 accrued, and 
being unpaid by the policy holders, 
was likewise added to the principal. 
The state of Wisconsin claiming that 
these amounts of accrued but unpaid 
interest, constituted income of the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., assessed a tax thereon of 3 per 
cent, amounting for 1918 to $23,- 
C23.07 and for 
1919 to $21,643.07 


which they 
paid 
under-' protest. 


These actions are brought to recover 
taxes so paid. State No. 11 involved 
taxes for 15)18 and State No. 
15 


taxes for 1919. These were appeals 
from orders of the circuit court of 
Dane county overruling 
demurrers 


to the complaints for insufficiency of 
facts to constitute causes of action. 
The merits of these1 have 
not yet 


been tried out. 


"The fact that the company has 


paid all taxes due on the funds it 
used to pay policies cannot affect 
its duty to pay .taxes upon income 
derived from the loans made by it," 
says Justice Vinje in the decision.
